Population. The estimated population again shows an appreciable 
increass Over ine preceding year, Taere bas. been a 
small, but steady increase in the population since

Births. The General Birth—Rate for the current year is the 
Atobeciarecoraed over Gae past 15 years. Nor tos past 
6 years the Birto~Rate in the Borough has been much 
higher than the average National Rate, 
There was also a welcome fall in the number of 
Still Births as compared with the previous year. 
On the other hand toe number of Tllegitimate Births 
increased. 


Deaths. The wtobel sagmier of ydeaths increased over the preceding 
yearztand for wuhe isiecond time in the past..15 years 
exceeded OO, nus issofisct, to seme extent, by the 
high proportion of deaths in the older age~grcups. 

Also it was a perticularly bad year for deaths from 
Cancer, the larse number of these deaths vitally 
affected the statistics. 


There was also an increase in accidental deaths, the 
majority of these being dus to Home Accidents. 


On the other hand there was a welcome fall in the number 
of Infant Deaths. 


There were no deaths from Tuberculosis for the 9th 
successive year. 


Infectious Diseases, 


Apart from Msasles, there was a low incidence of 
infectious Dis cass during the year, 


The outbreak of Smallpox in South Wales, towards the 
end of the year, caused some anxiety. Deppite contact 
with the affected area, nothing untaward arose in the 
Disteien, The rush Cor vaccinatson resulted in a high 
vaccinal state in ihe District, which should give a 
high degree of protection for several years. 


We nave always advocated that tae optimakt age for 
Vaccination ws im incancy. This fact will be 
apreciated by the many adults, being vaccinated for 
tae first time, who have suffered considerably in 
consequence, The bulk of the vaccinations were carried 
out by the General Practitioners. [t is a great tribute 
to them that they handled a difficult situation so 
smoothly & efficiently whils®. still coping with their 
usual busy practices.
